The only cure is to got out each worm en- 
tire. Incisions were made iu the Jlcsh fol- 
lowing the line of the whip-cord elevations. 
Tho head of the worm being found, the par- 
asite was wound around a probe that had 
been dipped in glue. The probe handle 
was then slowly 
turned and the worm 


drawn from its bed. A magnifying jjlass 
was used to facilitate the removal of the 
throad-liko terminations. The patient re- 


1 fused to take ether, and slood the horrible 
torture without a. complaint or tremor. 
Such nerve as he displayed is i-arcly seen. 
The surgeon worked as speedily as possible, 
and lifter an hour's work twenty worms had 
been removed from the larger protuber- 
ances. The patient began lo show the weak- 
ening effect of the great nervous strain, 
and operations were discontinued for tho 
time being. He was allowed to rest for 
three days, when the surgeon again went 
to work. This time the task was easier, as 
the worms were smaller. The Imife was 
used sparingly, and with tho probe worms 
were taken away until the number reached 
thirty-live, and made a total ot forty-five in 
the two operations.
